Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose nor suggest a system or method for controlling security conditions 
based on the movement of a plurality of users, each of which is carrying an information 
transmission/reception device into and out of a predetermined area, wherein a position 
recognition means not only acquires position information but also stores that information 
showing a record of the position information for a predetermined time for a judging 
means to determine whether the devices are located within the predetermined area.
